On Wednesday, February 14, 2001, Sergeants Henry Reyes and William Borngrebe of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau responded to Compton Station regarding a significant use of force incident, use of stun-bag, suspect 
hospitalized. Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Gregory Johnsonalso responded. We were briefed on the 
incident by the Compton Station Watch Commander, Lieutenant Burnett.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Kovac said he was working Unit 287, with his partner Deputy He an 

added themselves to a man with a knife call, as an assisting unit. When they arrived on Cedar Street, the 
handling unit (Deputy ЕЙ advised them that the suspect had left the location. ШЕШ RE told him that 
the suspect was wanted for assaulting his ex-girlfriend and for threatening to kill her. Durin 
investigation ofthe incident, he (ЕҢ leamed from the suspect's father, that the suspect might be hiding 
in a garage east of their location. He (Kovac) set up а small containment to cover the backside of the 
garage area. Sergeant Saldecke, Deputies| Girard J Cocke and he approached the 
garage from the Cedar Street side and conducted a door knock. He and Deputy organized 
an entry team, he was the designated stun-bag shooter (less than lethal weapon), Deputies and 
Girard were the arrest team and Deputy 8 25 the designated shooter, if deadly force was needed. 


They knocked on the door to the garage and either J called to the suspect, by his 
name to come out, the suspect did not answer. The suspect’s father also knocked on the garage door and 
asked his son (suspect) to come out, without success. They were given keys and permission to enter the 
garage by the owners. They entered the garage, converted into a one room living quarter. Initially it did 
not appear that the suspect was in the garage. Deputy [lifted up the mattress to a bed and found the 
suspect hiding underneath. The suspect was laying face down, his hands were concealed under his body. 


Deputy Kovac ordered the suspect to show his hands repeatedly. The suspect turned his face toward him 
and said “fuck you, kill me, kill me.” Deputy sprayed the suspect with a burst of O.C. 
(Oleoresin Capsicum) spray. The suspect continued to say “fuck you, kill me.” Deputy аи 
sprayed the suspect with a second burst of O.C. spray. The spray seemed to anger the suspect even more. 
The suspect began to move, the suspect stated, “I’ve got a gun, I’m going to shoot, [havea gun.” The 
suspect moved his arms from under his body, he (Kovac) fired one round which struck the suspect on his 
right side. The suspect continued to move and he fired a second round striking the suspect in the same 
general area. 


The suspect rolled onto his right side with his back toward him. Based on the suspect’s earlier statement 
that he had a gun, coupled with the fact he (Kovac) could not see the suspect’s hands and the suspect’s 
movements, (suspect rolling to his left toward him) he fired a third round. The third round, struck the 
suspect on the tricep portion of his (suspects’) left-arm. During this entire time he (Kovac) was continually 
telling the suspect to stop moving and show his hands. The suspect continued to roll toward him (suspect 
is now оп his back) and he could partially see the suspect’s hands clenched near the suspect’s chest. The 
suspect’s baggy shirt was concealing his hands and he fired a fourth round. The fourth round, struck the 
suspect on the right hand. The suspect gave up at this time and was pulled from underneath the bed by 
Deputy The suspect was handcuffed and did not resist. 


Deputy Kovac said they did not request a canine unit because they were unsure if the suspect was still 
inside the garage. He explained that he and took charge of organizing the entry team because 
Deputy was a former Compton Police Officer, who was not familiar with Sheriff's Department entry 
and search techniques. The entire entry and search plan was approved by Sergeant Saldecke prior to them 
making entry. He added that considering the suspect’s actions, he believes the entire entry team showed 
a great deal of restraint and should be commended for their actions. 


Deputy г 0 he and Deputy Kovac were assigned to work a family disturbance/ 
man with a knife call was broadcast. He assigned their unit to assist on the call. When they arrived at the 
location, he was told by the handling unit (Deputy that the suspect assaulted his girlfriend (MN 

and threatened to kill her. He also learned the suspect was in possession of a knife and had left 
the location. During the search of the victim’s apartment complex, Deputy MW learned from a male 
(later identified as the suspect’s father) the suspect was hiding in.a converted garage m ШЕ. Cedar 
Street. Sergeant Saldecke, Deputies Kovac, Girard, Cocke I he went to that location, which 
is about five houses east of the victim's residence. 


Deputy ы with the resident owners, that the suspect might be hiding in the converted 
garage. A plan was devised to get the suspect out ofthe converted garage. Deputy Girard and he are the 
designated arrest team, Deputy Kovac is the designated less that lethal weapon and Deputy $ the 
designated deadly force shooter. Deputy MW knocked on the door to the garage and called for the 
suspect to come out, the suspect did not respond. The suspect’s father also called to the suspect and 
asked him to come out of the garage, the suspect did not respond. He said Deputy [ii opened the 
door to the converted garage and found the suspect hiding underneath a bed. 


The suspect was ordered to show his hands repeatedly. The suspect responded, “fuck you, kill me, kill 
me.” The suspect’s hands are under his body and he is laying face down. Не hadn'tseen 
a weapon so he applied a burst of O.C. (Oleoresin Capsicum) spray at the suspect. Тһе O.C. spray did 
not have any effect on the suspect. He sprayed a second burst ofO.C. spray with no visible effect. The 
suspect said “I havea gun, I’m going to kill you.” He backed away from the suspect and moved behind 
Deputy Kovac. Deputy Kovac gave the suspect numerous additional commands, “show me your hands, 
show me your hands,” the suspect did not comply. 


Deputy Kovac then fired two rounds from the stun-bag hitting the suspect on his right side below his armpit. 
Deputy Kovac repeated his command to the suspect to show his hands, the suspect did not comply. 
Deputy Kovac then fired two additional stun-bag rounds hitting the suspect in his left arm and right hand. 
As the suspect tuned onto his back, his hands were fully visible, he didnot have a weapon. He pulled the 
suspect from beneath the bed by his leg and handcuffed him without further incident. Deputy P Sl l 
added that an M-26 Taser gun would have, in his opinion, been effective in this incident. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 


Sergeant Saldecke said he responded to Е. Cedar Street, regarding a boyfriend/girlfriend 
disturbance male armed with a knife call. He met with Deputies Kovac an assisting unit)and 
one additional unit before making contact with the victim . The victim told them that her 
ex-boyfriend (Suspect Rosas) had broken a window at the location, assaulted her and threatened to kill 
her. He was told that the suspect was armed with aknife. Whilethey spoke to the victim, the suspect’s 
father contacted them and told them that his son (suspect) was at a neighbor’s house ай. Седаг 
Street. He and Deputies Kovac. Cocke, and Girard went to that location. Deputy 
Kovac was armed with a stun-bag as they made contact with the residents of the front house. The 
residents confirmed that the suspect was hiding ina converted garage on their property. The deputies made 
numerous attempts to call the suspect out of the garage unsuccessfully. 


He said the suspect’s father also called out to his son, asking him to come out of the garage but the suspect 
ignored himas well. Using keys provided to them by the owners of the property they opened the door and 
made entry into the one room-converted garage. Initially it did not appear that anyone was in the room. 
Deputy Girard spotted the suspect hiding beneath a bunk bed which was located along the south wall. 


Deputy Kovaccalled out to the suspectrepeatedly “show из your hands, show из you hands.” The suspect 
replied, “your going to have to shoot me, Ihavea gun underhere, your going to have to killme.” The 
deputies again gave him verbal commands to come out from under the bed and show his hands. The 
suspect ignored their commands. Deputy a а corner of the mattress partially exposing the 
suspect who was lying on his stomach. Depu epper sprayed the suspect and gave him 
verbal commands to come out from underneath the bed. The suspect ignored his commands. Deputy 

epper sprayed the suspect a second time. The pepper spray seemed to have no effect on 
the suspect. Deputy И managed to pull the mattress upwards exposing most of the suspect's body 
but they still were unable to see the suspect’s hands. 


The suspect was again given verbal commands to show his hands. The suspect replied “your going to have 
to shoot me.” Deputy Kovac fired two stun-bag rounds at the suspect in quick succession, After the 
second round struck the suspect, he rolled onto his right side but still concealed his hands from view. 
Deputy Kovac fired a third stun-bag round which struck the suspect on the backside of his left arm. The 
suspect began to roll over on his back and Deputy Kovac fired a fourth round which struck the suspect on 
his right hand. At this point the suspect’s hands were exposed and they could see that he didnot have a 
weapon. The suspect was pulled from beneath the bed by his leg and handcuffed without further incident. 
He directed Deputy Cocke to get paramedics for the injured suspect. The suspect was walked to a radio 
car and examined by paramedics. Sergeant Saldecke added that an “M-26" Taser gun, (in which heis 
trained in) might have been more effective in this situation. He explained that he had not been to Field 
Operations School and was not trained on the use of the older style Taser gun carried in the sergeant’s 
vehicle.

Deputy ш said he was assigned to handle a disturbance/man with а knife call involving а 
boyfriend/girlfriend а Е. Cedar Street, Compton. He contacted the усп... determined 
that she had been assaulted and threatened with death, by Suspect Rosas, the father ofher four children. 
Further investigation revealed that the suspect lived close by and might be at a neighbor’s house at Е: 
Cedar Street. He went to that location and spoke with a resident who advised him that the suspect was 
hiding in a converted garage. 


He was given keys to the converted garage and accompanied by Sergeant Saldecke and Deputies Kovac, 

ERE Girard and Cocke attempted to make contact with the suspect. He knocked on the door to 
the garage and ordered the suspect to come out of the garage. The suspect’s father also called to the 
suspect, asking the suspect to come out of the garage, the suspect ignored his requests. He said prior to 
entering the location they formulated a plan. Deputy Kovac was the designated shooter of the stun-bag gun. 
He opened the door to the garage and located the suspect hiding underneath a bunk bed. Deputy Kovac 
ordered the suspect to show his hands but the suspect ignored him. He lifted the mattress which exposed 
the suspect who was laying on his stomach with his hands underneath him. Deputy pepper 
sprayed the suspect after he refused to show his hands. Deputy applied a second short burst 
of O.C. (Oleoresin Capsicum) spray with no effect. 


The suspect refused to show his hands and stated “fuck you, I’vegot a gun, I’m goingto shoot you.” Не 
said that Deputy Kovac fired two rapid stun-bag rounds at the suspect. The suspect rolled his onto his right 
side but still refused to show his hands. Deputy Kovac fired a third and fourth round at tre suspect. The 
suspect complied and showed his hands. The suspect was pulled by his leg from beneath the bed and 
handcuffed by Deputi es and Kovac. 


Deputy Girard said he accompanied Sergeant Saldecke and Першіе ЕЕ Kovac LM 
Cocke Е. Cedar Street, forthe purpose of arresting Suspect Rosas. Prior to entering the converted 
garage, numerous announcements were made by the deputies asking the suspect to come out. The 
suspect’s father also attempted to get the suspect to exit the location without success. Once they made 
entry into the room, the suspect was found hiding beneath a bunkbed. The suspect was laying face down 
his hands concealed bencath his body. Someone (unknown which deputy) called out to the suspect “show 
your hands, show us your hands.” The suspect was becoming increasingly belligerent, yelled profanities 
and stated “shoot me.” 


РершуЙ ifted the mattress up and exposed ће suspect but they still could not see his hands. Deputy 

pepper sprayed the suspect who continued to yell “fuck you guys, your going to have to shoot 
me.” The suspect was sprayed a second time with no effect. The suspect then stated that he had a gun. 
He saw Deputy Kovac fire two rounds from the stun-bag at the suspect. He heard the suspect say “Oh 
youshould have shot me with real bullets.” The suspect continued to resist by not showing his hands. The 
suspect rolled onto his right side but his hands were still concealed. Deputy Kovac yelled “show us you 
hands” and fired third and fourth round. After the fourth round the suspect’s hands could be seen. The 
suspect was dragged by his leg from beneath the bed and handcuffed. The suspect was treated by 
paramedics at the location and transported to Saint Francis Hospital. 


Deputy Cocke said he responded to the location along with his partner (Deputy Girard) and assisted 
Deput on a Terrorist Threats/Domestic Violence call. He learned that the suspect involved was 
last seen а Ml E. Cedar Street, possibly armed with a knife. The suspect’s father told them that the 
suspect was hiding in the converted garage. The suspect’s father called out to the suspect and asked him 
to come out of the garage without success. He stood outside of the garage while Sergeant Saldecke, 
Deputies оос [and Girard entered the garage. He could see into the room and hear 
the suspect yell “shoot me, I’ve gota gun, mother fuckers shoot me.” He could hear the deputies yelling 
at the suspect “let me see your hands.” He heard the stun-bag being deployed and heard four shots. He 
added that he was more focused on keeping the suspect’s father out of the incident and didn’t see who 
fired the stun-bag. 


SUSPECT/INMATE STATEMENTS. 


On February 15,2001, at approximately 12:15 p.m., I spoke with Salvador Rosas. I explained the purpose 
of my investigation and I asked him to tell me about the incident. Salvador Rosas said earlier in the 
evening, he argued with his common-law wife (Ус). He explained that he and his wife have four 
children together, but they are currently separated. During the argument, Г И picked upa knife 
and threw the knife in his direction. 


As he was leaving, he (Rosas) picked up the knife and threw it at a window, breaking the window to Victim 
ШШЩ partment. He wentto a neighbor's house Е. Cedar Street, Compton) to have asmoke and 
ask permission to stay in the one room converted garage. He was feeling depressed but insisted that he had 
not been drinking or using any drugs. He knew the deputies were outside because һе had seen one of them 
carrying a shotgun. He heard the deputies telling him to “come out, come out,” but he was scared and 
frightened. He decided to hide under a bunk bed in the room. He positioned himself under the bed stomach 
down. His hands were palms down and next to his face. He remembered hearing his father calling him but 
did not hear any deputies ask him to come outside. He said the deputies entered the room and found him 
hiding under the bed. He heard one of the deputies shout, “show me your hands.” He was immediately 
pepper sprayed by another deputy. He said the spray burned the skin on his face andneck but he did not 
make any attempt to surrender. 


Two or three seconds after he was pepper sprayed, he was shot with a “bean bag”on the right side of his 
upper body just below his right armpit. He was shot (second bean bag round) a second time in the same 
area. He started to give up by raising his arms but didn’t say anything. He was shota third time with a bean 
bag. The third bean bag round struck the backside of his left arm. He tried to stand up but was shot a 
fourth time. The bean bag struck his right index finger. During the time he was being shot with the stun-bag 
he never told the deputies that he wanted to surrender or give up. He did notremember ever telling the 
deputies that he hada gun. He did not recall telling the deputies to shoot and kill him. He repeated that he 
was feeling depressed and conceded that he might have of made a statement similar to that. He said that 
during the entire incidenthe felt “like he was somewhere else.” He was pulled from beneath the bed by his 
leg and handcuffed. He added that after he was placed in handcuffs and taken a patrol car he did say 
something to the deputies similar to, “You should have used real bullets.”

INJURIES: 

Suspect Salvador Rosas received two abrasions anda very large contusion to the right side of his body just 
below his right armpit, a laceration to the backside of his left arm anda broken index finger on his right hand 
which required surgery to repair. Initially Rosas was treated at King/Drew Medical Center and later 
transported to the jail ward at U.S.C./Los Angeles Medical Center. The attending Physicians concluded 
that the injuries were consistent with being shot at close range with multiple stun-bag rounds. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 
All four stun-bag rounds fired by Deputy Kovac struck the suspect. Two rounds struck the suspect’s right

The converted garage is described as follows: cluttered, measuring approximately eight feet wide by 12 feet 
deep, one room, containing a set of bunk beds, couch, dresser, sterco and television. There was no 
property damage reported or observed. The civil ligation unit was not notified. 

WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 

“Ithaca” Stun-bag shotgun and four stun-bag rounds were deployed by Deputy Kovac. 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECTS 


During the incident the suspect claimed that he had a gun. The deputies were also told by Victir ЕҢ 
that the suspect might be armed with a knife. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 

No property damage reported or observed. 

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR: 

On March 07, 2001, Detective Jackson (assigned investigator) informed me that Suspect Rosas pled guilty 
to a charge of terrorist threats. As part of his plea agreement he received a 16-month sentence to State 


Prison.

Deputies Коуасап responded to the location for 
the purpose of arresting Suspect Rosas on a charge of terrorist 
threats. The suspect was located hiding beneath a bunk bed at 
the location. The suspect refused to follow the deputies verbal 
commands to show his hands and come out from beneath the 
bed. Deputy pepper sprayed the suspect twice inan 
attempt to gethim to comply without success. The suspect told 
the deputies that he was armed with a handgun and that they 
would have to shoot him. Deputy Kovac believing that the 
suspect might be going for a gun, fired two stun-bag rounds. The 
rounds struck the suspect on his right side. Deputy Kovac 
ordered the suspect to show his hands, the suspect refused and 
kept his hands concealed from the deputies view. Deputy Kovac 
fired two additional rounds which struck the suspect’s left arm 
andright hand. After the fourth round the suspect complied and 
was handcuffed without further incident. The suspect was not 
armed.
